The one redeeming point about the London 
tarera is the barmaid. 
I am told on good 
authority that in 
metropolitan 
London 
alone, with its population of about 5,000,000 
» ouïs of one kind and anothhr, there are 12,- 
000 barmaids, exactly double the number of 
girls employ ed in one capacity or another 
about the theatres. 
A barmaid must be 
y oung and attractive. 
She is required to 
dress in a black cashmere or French merino 
princess robe, so as to be distinguished from 
the mistress—a London tavern, like an 
American farm, must hare a mistress—who 
generally appears behind the bar in the 
gaudiest 
colors, 
and 
above 
all 
to 
prevent rivalry in dre*s between 
the 
barmaids themselves, 
and 
therefore to 
lessen the temptation of dipping their hands 
in the till. 
The dress, too, it may be men­ 
tioned, must be made 
without pockets, 
which I should think must prove a great 
hardship, especially in this climate, where 
one is subject to colds in the head. 
They must, moreover, be intelligent to the 
extent of at least engaging the customers of 
the “ masher” ty pe in conversation, and of 
leading them on to spend a great deal of 
their time and money at the bars. 
It is, 
however, a mark against a barmaid if she 
devotes herself too exclusively to ono or two 
persons. 
This is not conducive to trade. 
Her policy is, therefore, to talk a little to 
every one, and, having to serve all and sun 
dry as they come up to the bar, she is able 
to pass from one to another without giving 
apparent offense. 
In this way a barmaid 
picks up a great deal of surface knowledge, 
and, in many instances, becomes really 
smart and accomplished far bey ond her sta­ 
tion in life. 
But she is by no means the slave of her 
customers. 
Let 
any one, 
especially 
a 
stranger, attempt familiarities with her, or 
address language to her which, according 
to her lights, she considers as unbecoming a 
gentleman, she will have that person up be­ 
fore the master or mistress at once, or call 
into instant requisition the services of the 
“ caucker-out.” 
Of course she must neces­ 
sarily overhear a great deal that is not fit 
for ears polite, but so long as it is not ad­ 
dressed to her and the person using it does 
not make a disturbance, that is none of her 
business, and though obliged to serve the 
low ty pes of character above described, it is 
not expected of lier, however, that she shall 
hold any conversation with them further 
than the transaction she has with any of 
their demands. 
It is a barmaid’s ambition to bo promoted 
from the Bill Sy kes side of the bar to that 
of the masher. 
Here she is in her element. 
-She can listen to silly nothings by the hour 
from a dozen of nonentities, her object evi­ 
dently ’ cing to keep as many us possible of 
what she calls her customers on the tenter- 
book-. 
See her in the evening, if she is at 
a lla ttra 
've; she is a perfect flower-pot, 
because of the number of buttonholes and 
bouquets that have been presented her dur­ 
ing the day by her numerous admirer-. Yet 
her life cannot be all a Led of roses. 
She is 
required to bo on her feet fifteen hours a 
lay \ury day of the week; she must live on 
the premises, and she is only allowed to go 
out « ne day in every tour or five weeks; she 
is boarded by her employ er, and receives for 
wages, with which she must clothe herself 
and alway s appear resjieetable, on an aver­ 
age about 2 pounds sterling a week.

Man's Inhumanity to AVoifeing Girls. 
IXew York World.] 
‘*1 have seen all about the shirt-makers 
and how they have a union,” said a mo* 
hanic to a reporter, “ but those girls, it 
eems t > me, were treated splendidly com­ 
pared with others in this city .” 
“ Do y ou know’ of any sawing girls working 
for less than from $5 to £ 6 per week, asked 
the reporter. 
“ My daughter works in a factory where 
they do nothing else than hem handker­ 
chief.-. 
There are from twenty to eighty 
girls employ ed, and about ten extraordina­ 
rily fast hands make sometimes $7 a week. 
Tho 
others 
earn from id to $0. 
But 
that is 
not all. 
Every ono 
is 
docked 
25 
cents a 
week 
to pay the 
w’ages 
of a machinist, who receives $15 a week. 
Then, when a machine needs overhauling it 
is sent out and tho girl has to pay tho cost. 
At one time a girl had to pay $12 and othors 
©0 on one or two different occasions. 
They 
have to 
pay 23 cents a spool for 
cotton 
which costs the firm 18 cents Ly the gross. 
If a needle or a screw is broken they are 
charged 5 cents every time. 
Some time 
since tho girls struck for higher wages, and 
in reply to th« ) queation, ‘How are we to 
live?’ were told it was none of the firm’s 
business how they lived. 
It’s pretty hard 
on thoso who reside with their friends; but I 
don’t know how those live who have no 
friends. 
Talk about raising girls who fall! 
Better prevent their falling by pay ing living 
wages. ” 


Shop Girls and Society lielle*. 
[Brookly n Eagle.] 
Society women and saleswomen have been 
all the week on the most friendly terms at 
the Metropolitan Oj>era hoireo, where the 
Balesmomen’s fair has been in progress.

Customers com­ 
plain bittorly of the impertinence of the

$1.00 with bo ard and $1.25 witho ut bo ard ; 
and fro m 20.50 to 29.00 per mo nth. 
The 
present seaso n it averages tbe same per 
day ; while by the mo nth the price has 
fallen and averages fro m 19.50 to 27.75. 
Iu the Central divisio n, in 1880, day wages 
were 75 cents with bo ard and $1 w ith­ 
o ut; per mo nth 16.25 to 22.65. 
Last y ear 
day wages were same aud mo nthly 17.75 
and 25.00. 
In So uthern divisio n, in 1880. 
day rate was 65 and 95 cents and mo nthly 
14.00 and 20.45. 
Last y ear the statistics 
sho w 7 5 cents to $1.00 per day and 15.25 
and 22.35 per mo nth. 
The estimate fo r 
1885 is abo ut the same. 
It will appear 
that the price is co nsiderably higher in 
the No rthern than in either o f the o ther 
divisio ns.
